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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is distinguished over the prior art of record by a process for 
making a mold piece having a main curved surface bearing a microstructure comprising: 
transferring a microstructure from a master piece having a flat main surface to a main 
surface of a flat cured elastomeric film, providing a master article having a main curved 
surface to be replicated, applying a curable coating composition on the main curved 
surface, pressing said cured elastomeric film and said master article against each other, 
removing the cured elastomeric film and recovering a hard coated article having a main 
curved surface coated with a hard coating, depositing a layer of metal or alloy on an 
exposed main surface of the hard coating of the master article, and recovering said 
metal or alloy layer to obtain a mold piece having a curved main surface bearing a 
replica of the transferred microstructure. The prior art of record neither teaches nor 
suggests a combination of limitations recited in the instant claims. 

Nishiyama et al. teaches method of forming a mold from synthetic resins by 
forming a microstructure 15 (Fig. 3, 5, and 6) on a foamed layer 17 (Fig. 3-6) and 
transferring the microstructure by setting a molding synthetic resin on the surface of the 
microstructure and curing the resin to form a reverse mold 19. A mandrel 20 (Fig. 8) is 
formed by setting a synthetic resin against the surface of the reverse mold 19. The 
mandrel as a result defines a replica of the microstructure. A metal is subsequently 
deposited on the mandrel surface to form a metal plate 22 (Fig. 10-12). The recovered 
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metal plate is used as a mold piece having the transferred microstructure. While 
Nishiyama et al. teaches transferring the microstructure using a synthetic resin, 
Nishiyama et al. does not teach using an elastomeric film or providing a master article 
having a main curved surface. Nishiyama et al. is also silent to pressing the cured 
elastomeric film with the master article against each other to form a main curved 
surface. Since the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the combination of 
steps recited in the instant claims, one skilled in the art would not have been motivated 
to perform the claimed process.
